Tbe W auling Link. 

Not long ago wo drew attention to 
tho great importanoa of supplying tho 
■wanting link in tho highway between 
the seaboard and the iuterior, viz., that 
Beotion betwoou Now Westminster and 
Yale. The necessity of the work was 
urged upon both local and colonial 
grounds, aud it was argued that, as an 
outlet for the surplus stock and prtduoe 
of tbo interior or midland districts, it 
would exert a marked influence upon 
tho amount of foreign produce now- 
flowing into the country on the sea- 
board. It iB, perhaps, a notfceablo co- 
incidence that about the same timo wo 
wore deilirg with this Bubjoct our Car- 
iboo contemporary was urging tho ne» 
ceBsity of the work with arguments al- 
most identical. Undor the caption of 
' The Mainland feeding tho Idlaqd,' hu 
endeavors to show that with the con- 
struction of a roud between Yalo and 
Now Westminster, affording moans ot 
continuous land travel to tho seaboard, 
the Mainland would supply the island 
with what it now draws from foreign 
sources. 1 We ought," says our con- 
temporary, ' to have a continuous road 
to tho seaboard for man as well aB beast. 
The gap between Yale and New West- 
minster should be filled up, not only lor 
tho purpose herein indicated but for 
every other purposo a road is intended 
for. When the steamers ceaBe plying 
between Yalo ar.d New Westminstoi 
wo are almost virtually shut out, from 
tho world, impri-onod for no fault of our 
own, but lor tho fault of the govern- 
ment— tho tun' 1 °* bein K t0 ° P° or l ,° 
build aroad. Tho government shouldn't 
be so poor that it cannot build a road. 
The government ought to regulate mat- 
tors so that there should be money 
enouiih to sparo for road building. 
More road and less salary. With a 
road from tho broad pictures of tho in- 
terior to New Woitmiiister, tho whole 
of tbo lower part of the oolony could be 
supplied with meat. Hero, in Darker- 
ville, at the pr^seut time, wo have an 
abundant supply of Bupi rexcellent beef 
and mutton, 'at from oight to fifteen 
cents per pouud. * * * * The pas- 
ture landaof the colony, extending from 
Lytton to tho base ot 'ho Eoeky Monn- 
taiuH, are capable of affording susten- 
ance to a thousand times tho prisom 
number ot cattle in the coiony. The 
mfirkot, however, is a small ono, and 
the efforts made to stock the country ure 
limited ; but if road facilities wero avail- 
aDle, the market would be largely in- 
creased by supplying tho lower country, 
and more energy would thereby be im- 
parted to this important branch of our 
agricultural retources. Every dollar 
Bent out of tho colony for what our own 
land is oapublo of producing is not only 
a direct loss of bo much currency, but a 
custoros-re-isimd stain ngaiust the 
country, wrongly suggesting barrenness, 
and, iborofore, discouraging to immigra- 
tion. To look at tho imports lint one 
would scarcely credit the fact that there 
are vast tracts of land in British Colum- 
bia bearing bunch grass and wild timo- 
thy What will benefit ihe mainland 
must produce corresponding good to 
thei-luud. An outlet for our sttck is 
fast becoming a necessity, and wo trust 
that tho islanders will contribute, in 
lcgislaiivo 'ffort, toward furnishing 
compete communication from the inter* 
ior to the seaboard, which is needed at 
all times of the year and for all pur- 
poses.' In inviting ihe attention of the 
govemmont onto u-ore to this important 
Buhject we trnHt tbo coincidence of tho 
press at the two extremes of the oolony 
being so singuluily in harmony in urg- 
ing the noco^ity of supplying the duly 
wanting link in continuous land com- 
munication will rot too overlooked or 
with ut its due influence. Tbo import- 
ance of aff.rding tho settlers in the inn 
terioran outlet lor their surplus produce 
cannot easily bo overestimated, because 
it not ouly means iuereascd develop- 
ment and prosperity to those muro di- 
rectly concerned, but it alBo implies a 
stoppage of that ruinous drain whereby 
fully half a million annually finds its 
wa y into the pockets ot foroign pro- 
ducer" J" exchange for those vory arti- 
cles for which the po^o l» our own 
interior cannot find a sufficient market. 
.Looking to the more imincdiuto future, 
we can, in a great moufiure, realize the. 
idea of 'Themaiulaud feeding the island; 
but it is when tho view is extended 
through the viBta of a more distant, yet 
not distant, future, that ono sees large 
peoples established on tho seaboard, ami 
iteatn boats and railway trains crowded 
vith people and merchandise from both 
bunispheres, that the lull force of these 
alnost prophetic words comes homo to 
one's mind. Before tuning 'oavo of 
this subject wo would remind the iixc- 
cutiv ( that two resolutions, uni niuious- 
)y pawed by the Legislative Council, 
Curing two consecutivo sessions, havo 
boon pheed on rocord, wherein the uo 
ctssity )f tho work in quustiou is recog- 
uized aul urged upon tlio Government, 



more dlreotly concern us suffice for the 
present. We may premise, however, 
that the Messago is, as'a whole, pacific, 
reassuring aDd congratulatory, thus 
affording a very marked contrast with 
tho lost Message of Presidont Grant's 
predecessor. Proceeding at onoo to the 
grout international question, Presidont 
Grunt takes up much tho mime ground 
as that occupiod by Senator Sumner. 
Tho claim of tho Unitod Statos against 
Britain is mado to appear too momentous 
for conventional adjustment — altogether 
too great for figures. In laot, the inju- 
ries inflicted upon the United States by 
tho • dignified neutrality ' so strictly 
maintained by Britain are only bounded 
by tho injuries inflicted by the war itself ; 
nor would thero bo anything unjust in 
holding ihnl power directly responsible 
for all tho Iobs in treasure, in blocd, in 
trado and in . coinmerco, inflicted upon 
tho .Republic during those lour terrible 
years of civil war. Tho trouble appears 
to consist iu lao inability ot tho United 
States to name a sum large enough. 
Failing in this aho prefers to mako a 
rort of moral debt ot the affair aud keep 
tho account an open ono, iu view 
of any possible contingencies. Wo 
oanuot say we regret this deoision. 
Tiuuo is, after all, tho bast adjuster 
when international disputes assume a 
form so thoroughly UlopiuMi and un- 
practical. Ilud Jefferson Davis boon 
hurried to trial after arrest he would in 
all probability have closod his eveuttul 
oaroer upon tho gallows. Without any 
dosire to push the parallel into disagrou- 
ablo details, time will prove u far 
better arbiter in our case than tho Presi- 
dent of tbe Swiss Republic could possi- 
bly do ; and if President Giant in 
content to abide by the dueisiun of tbe 
hoary-lioudod old gentleman, certainly 
Great Brituin should bo tho last to objoet. 
To tbo impartial arbitrament of Time 
lot the vexed question then be left. Turn- 
ing to another topic which very direct- 
ly concerns us, President 'Grant de- 
clares bimself opposed to tho renewal 
of reciprocal relations with Bmish 
America, tho advantages of which he 
itpp ars to think would ull be ou the 
side ot Cuuada. 'Our internal taxutiou,' 
he thinks, ' would prove a proicciion to 
the British producer almost equal to 
tho prolcoiion which our manufactures 
now receive fiotn thut tax.' What a 
damning admission lor a cjuntry bid- 
ding for population to make I And vet 
is is trub. Still, he would like to tee 
some arrangomont lor tho regulation ol 
commei cial intercourse. Well; if the 
people of the United S'atcs can get on 
wi'hout a roturn to reciprocal relations 
assuredly Canada can. in no period ot 
its history has Cunada enjoyed such a 
largo meanure of prosperity us sujCj the 
abroguticn of the late treaty. But, we 
greatly doubt whether t!.o American 
people will cencur with the President 
in this policy. Wait till they realize 
the lull significance of ozclu-ion from 
tho fishing-grounds of tbe Dominion. 
Wait till Canada closes ber markets 
against their coal, salt and a few 
o hor articles, and we shall hour a 
different story. President Grant com- 
plams thut tho commerc al murine of 
tbe country bus been transferred to 
Great Brituin. H e may livo to see 
other interests traimlurred to the sauio 
hands, not, we trust, through another 
civil war, but through u p 1 icy sca-CLly 
less inimical to the interests of the 
country than civil wur. Taking the 
Message all in all, we bavo no disposi- 
tion to be displeased with it We cun 
s y with the good-natured coal-heaver, 
' It doo'ent hurt i, and it pleasos she.'

— The Nevada Enier- 
priie, of November 8th, describes lha way 
in whioh the pothshermen 'DioBt trout' out of 
the Carson Biver, The bloated practice is 
us follows ; 

They tuko a cartridge of giont powder, 
weighing about a quarter of h pouod, insert- 
ing into it a piece of (uBe, properly oapped, 
about six inches in length , then lighting 
the [use ihe cartridge is thrown into uny 
deep hole supposed to contrain trout or any 
olbur fish. After tho cartridge has been 
thrown into the water, smoke and bubbles 
of gas are seen to rise to the surface, then in 
u lew seconds comes the explosion — a dul', 
heavy report. The surUoo of tho wutar iB 
seen to bugle up, and tbo gi-ouud can ba 
felt to shake for bitten ot twenty leet back 
from ibe water. lrrunudlutely after tbe ex- 
plosion, ull ihe iiih that liappen to he within 
a cirolo of [wept J five or thirty feor ol tlumpot 
where tho cartridge fell come to the surfaoe 
either killed outright, or so badly stunned 
that it is soniu minutes before they recover. 
Our informant says that with two cartridges 
ho saw over filly pounds of fish killed, 
coun li lit; trout, white fish and chubs. Io 
places alter u bla.-t the whole aurfaca of tbe 
wutar would be covered with minuows, 
lrom an inch to three in length. At Elko 
they are piacltsing tho euirtc style of fishing, 
only that out there lhay, lii ibe cartridge lo 
tbe end of a long pole und thrust it ii.to the 
waier, holding it (ill tho explosion oecurp.
